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CURRENT  AVAILABILITY  OF 
THE  MS-65  MORGAN  DOLLAR: 

An  Auctioneers  Viewpoint 

By  Kurt  R.  Krueger 

There  is  little  doubt 
that  the  Morgan  Dollar  stan- 
ds heads  and  shoulders  apart 
from  any  other  United  states 
coin  as  number  one  in  pop- 
ularity. Beyond  this  fact, 
it  is  also  a fact  that  more 
inches  of  advertising  have 
been  devoted  to  the  sale  of 
this  series;  more  recommend- 
ations to  buy  this  series 
have  been  made;  and  more 
prostitution  of  terminology 
has  been  utilized  to  hype 
the  series. 

A casual  observer  might 
assume  that  the  MS-65  Morgan 
Dollar  is  a common  commodity 
as  he  studies  price  lists, 
auction  catalogues  and  re- 
tail ads.  The  seasoned  col- 
lector, however,  would  soon 
point  out  that  the  printed 
word  is  not  always  as  sta- 
ted, and  that  there  is  no 
substitution  for  a pair  of 
trained  eyes! 

When  it  comes  right  down 
to  the  bottom  line,  there  is 


no  such  thing  as  a "common" 
MS-65  Morgan  Dollar.  A sear- 
ch of  the  bourse  area  of  any 
major  numismatic  conclave 
would  soon  ascertain  this. 
In  the  strict,  critical  mar- 
ket condition  in  which  we 
are  currently  engaged,  the 
almost  choice  coin  will  no 
longer  satisfy  the  astute 
buyer.  This  fact  has  created 
the  beginnings  of  another 
interesting  designation,  in 
my  opinion;  the  Very  Select 
MS-63*  A designation  which 
will  become  very  important 
in  the  future  market-place. 
That  is  another  story,  and 
perhaps  we  will  review  it  at 
another  time. 

While  my  firm  was  engage 
ed  with  the  task  of  building 
a strong  offering  of  Silver 
Dollars  for  the  Third  Nat- 
ional Silver  Dollar  Conven- 
tion Auction  in  Houston  in 
November,  1982,  it  became 
apparent  that  the  immediate 
market  lacked  certain  Morgan 
Dollars  in  MS-65  that  were 
rather  surprising.  It  should 
also  be  stated  that  MS-65  in 
our  book  must  be  well-struck 
and  not  merely  clean.  The 
later  terminology  being  emp- 
loyed by  aNACS®  we  discover- 
ed that  certain  dollars 
which  ought  to  be  fairly 
common  were  not,  and  certain 
tough  dates  seemed  to  be 
available  in  quantity! 

From  our  vantage  point 
as  an  active  auction  firm, 
we  feel  that  our  interpreta- 
tion of  the  current  avail- 
ability of  MS-65  Morgan  col- 
lars is  quite  accurate.  Sur- 
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veys  from  the  past,  which 
often  times  include  the  con- 
tents of  several  of  the  top 
Morgan  Dollar  Collections  do 
not  portray  an  accurate  ac- 
counting of  current  avail- 
ability. We  are  not  attempt- 
ing to  suggest  that  we  had 
the  opportunity  to  view  all 
Morgan  Dollars  in  the  market 
place  for  inclusion  in  this 
auction,  but  do  feel  that 
since  the  event  was  so  well 
promoted  that  we  were  made 
aware  of  enough  examples  to 
knowledge,  we  are  happy  to 
share  our  observations  with 
the  fraternity  in  general.

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R.C.  RUSSELL-OSHKOSH  BANKER 
By  Harold  Helm  - WNWA 

Richard  Chauncey  Russell 
was  born  in  Sunderland,  Mas- 
sachusetts, the  youngest  son 
of  Alvin  and  Sarah  Russell. 
The  date  of  his  birth  is  un- 
certain as  one  source  of  in- 
formation gave  his  birth  as 
April  22,  1828,  and  another 
source  mentioned  April  21, 
1830,  otherwise  all  other 
information  from  the  two 
sources  were  identical. 

Richard* s father,  who 
was  a prosperous  manufactu- 
rer of  carriages,  had  lost 
his  business  and  property 
during  a financial  panic  in 
1837.  This  made  it  necessary 
for  his  family  to  earn  their 
own  living. 

At  the  age  of  ten  years 
Richard  was  placed  in  an 
academy  at  Amherst,  Massach- 
usetts, where  he  remained 
six  years.  All  of  this  time 
he  was  earning  his  own  liv- 
ing by  working  on  a farm, 
when  he  wasn’t  studying. 
After  leaving  the  academy, 
he  worked  on  a farm  for  ab- 
out  nns.-ya^x., 


Amherst  College,  where  he 
attended  lectures  for  three 
years,  this  being  the  extent 
of  his  education. 

His  first  business  ven- 
ture was  in  general  merchan- 
dising at  Amherst,  until 
failing  health  compelled  him 
to  seek  a change  of  climate. 
To  regain  his  health  he  tra- 
veled extensively  through 
the  western  and  southern  st- 
ates and  in  the  course  of 
his  travels,  visited  Oshkosh 
for  the  first  time  in  1836. 
He  returned  to  Boston  in  the 
fall  of  that  year,  but  found 
out  he  could  not  stay,  due 
to  the  condition  of  his 
health.  In  the  spring  of 
1857  he  again  traveled  west 
through  Chicago  and  other 
cities,  and  stopped  at  Minn- 
eapolis, where  he  commenced 
to  make  arrangements  for  the 
opening  of  a banking  estab- 
lishment. However,  the  per- 
sons who  were  to  be  his 
partners,  failed  to  furnish 
their  share  of  the  capital. 
He  then  moved  to  Oshkosh 
where  he  decided  to  stay. 

Here  in  1858,  he  opened 
the  first  grain  warehouse  in 
Oshkosh,  and  did  a good  bus- 
iness until  1865,  when  his 
health,  again  failing,  for- 
ced him  to  sell  his  business 
and  travel  for  about  a year* 

After  returning  to  Osh- 
kosh in  1869,  he  established 
a private  bank  on  the  south 
side  of  the  river.  The  name 
of  the  bank  was  The  Farmers 
Bank. 

On  February  9,  1871,  R. 
C.  Russell  closed  his  busi- 


and  with  D.L.  Libbey  organ- 
ized The  Union  National  Bank 
of  Oshkosh.  The  bank  opened 
for  business  March  21,  1871* 
with  D.L.  Libbey  as  presi- 
dent, and  R.C.  Russell  as 
cashier,  and  a capital  of 
$100,000.  Russell  remained 
general  manager  and  cashier 
of  this  bank  until  1889# 

In  1887,  while  retaining 
his  position  at  the  Union 
National  Bank  of  Oshkosh, 
Mr.  Russell  with  George  Whi- 
ting and  others,  organized 
the  First  National  Bank  of 
Menasha,  Wisconsin,  of  which 
he  was  elected  the  first 
president,  with  Robert  Gra- 
ham being  the  first  cashier. 

In  January  of  1889*  his 
health  again  becoming  im- 
paired, he  resigned  his  po- 
sition of  manager  and  cash- 
ier of  the  Union  National 
Bank  of  Oshkosh,  and  for  an- 
other year  traveled  abroad. 
In  January  of  1890,  The  Ger- 
man National  Bank  of  Oshkosh 
was  organized,  with  Mr.  Rus- 
sell as  president.  He  also 
was  president  of  The  Citiz«< 
ens  National  Bank  of  Stevens 
Point,  Wisconsin. 

Mr.  Russell's  signature 
appeared  on  notes  issued  fr- 
om four  different  banks,  The 
Union  National  Bank  of  Osh- 
kosh charter  1787,  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Menasha 
charter  3724,  The  German 
National  Bank  of  Oshkosh 
charter  4196,  and  The  Citiz- 
ens National  Bank  of  Stevens 
Point  charter  4912.  However, 
there  are  no  notes  known  to 


exist,  with  his  signature,  \ 
by  this  writer. 

He  was  superintendent  of 
public  schools  in  Oshkosh  ; 
from  1863-1865*  ln  1864-1865  ; 

he  represented  his  district  ^ 
in  the  legislature.  He  also  1 j 
held  various  positions  in  E 
four  different  paper  and,! 
milling  companies  in  Wiscon- 
sin, a mining  company  in  J 
Mexico,  and  two  different 
companies  in  San  Antonio, 
Texas. 

Mr.  Russell  was  married 
in  1858  to  Miss.  Margaret 
Rierdon,  of  Oshkosh,  and 
they  had  three  children,  Ho- 
pe, Richard,  and  Gertrude. 

Although  Mr.  Russell  tr- 
aveled extensively  over  the 
United  States,  Canada,  and 
Mexico,  due  to  his  health, 
he  maintained  his  home  in 
Oshkosh  since  his  marriage  ! 
in  1858,  until  his  death  ab-  • 
out  1911*  His  home  was  one 
of  the  ’’Mansions”  along  Al- 
goma  Boulevard  where  most  of 
the  prominent  and  well  to  do 
people  lived.  However,  by 
1936  it  had  to  be  removed 
from  the  corner  of  Algoma  ! 
and  Jackson  street  to  pro-  f 
vide  space  for  the  new  Coun- 
ty Court  House  to  be  built.

Have  you  really  ever 
sat  down  and  thought  about 
how  much  gold  is  really  out 
in  the  world?  Ounces  and 
ounces  of  the  precious  metal 
are  being  fabricated  every 
day,  some  countries  or  gov- 
ernments are  minting  gold 
coins  or  ingots  for  collect- 
ors and  investors,  thousands 
of  jewelers  use  gold  (not  to 
mention  other  metals)  every- 
day in  their  business.  I 
know  a few  jewelers  myself 
and  have  been  in  their  work- 
rooms watching  size  rings, 
etc.  It  seems  that  when  they 
remove  a piece  of  gold  from 
a ring  or  other  article  they 
just  throw  it  (the  removed 
piece  of  metal)  into  a box 
with  the  rest  of  the  pieces 
that  have  been  removed  at 
one  time  before.  It  seems 
that  when  they  toss  them  in- 
to that  box,  that  the  gold 
means  nothing  to  them  at 
all.  One  time  I weighed 
their  scrap  gold  by  the  pen- 
ney  weight  and  what  didn't 
look  like  a lot  came  out  to 
quite  a bit  of  money! 

Gold  has  always  been 
worth  a lot  of  money,  wars 


and  deaths  were  often  caus- 
ed by  the  beautiful  bright 
yellow  metal.  Look  at  the 
California  gold  rush  of 
18491  So  many  people  all  ov- 
er the  United  States  were 
all  headed  to  California  to 
get  rich  by  gold,  a lot  of 
people  never  made  it,  some 
died  on  the  way,  some  were 
also  killed  by  greed.  Some 
even  discovered  iron  pyrite 
rock  which  looked  like  gold 
only  it  was  duller.  Men  also 
were  killed  over  this  rock 
trying  to  trespass  on  a 
claim  to  get  to  what  they 
thought  was  the  "real  th- 
ing". 


Now  as  times  changed, 
remember  the  "Gold  Rush"  of 
1980?  Gold  was  at  $850  per 
ounce,  as  you  might  have 
noticed  when  you  ran  to  your 
local  coin  dealer  to  make 
some  fast  money,  so  did  oth- 
ers. You  may  have  looked 
where  the  man  threw  the  go- 
ld. There  was  quite  a bit! 
Ounces  and  ounces!  Now,  as 
you  go  to  coin  shops  and 
coin  shows,  you  see  a lot  of 
gold  coins,  sometimes  hund- 
reds of  them  in  one  case 
(that  is  usually  at  the  lar- 
ger shows).  However,  they 
are  there!  Walk  into  your 
friendly  jewelry  store  and 
you  will  see  the  same  thing 
only  in  jewelry.  Think  about 
it  for  a minute,  gold  is 
scarce,  but  THERE  IS  STILL  A 
LOT  OF  GOLD  OUT  THERE!
